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D-Day 

Sixty-Five Years After 
By Sarah K. Taylor 

June 6, 2009 will mark the sixty-fifth anniversary 
of D-Day, the invasion of Normandy, France. The Tri- 
Town area has a number of Veterans who served during 
the invasion: a list which includes George Church, Joe 
Harrison, Bud Ellis, Howard Tinkham, as well as de- 
ceased Vets John Denham Jr., Al Faria, Allen Bowman 
and J. Louis Roberts. 

D-Day occured on June 6, 1944 along a long 
stretch of beaches in Normandy, in German-occupied 
France. A brotherhood of nations, which included the 
United States, England and Canada, joined forces to 
plan the invasion. The U.S. landed 23,250 troops on Utah 
Beach, 34,250 troops on Omaha Beach, and had 15,500 
airborne troops. Britain and Canada landed 24,970 troops 
on Gold Beach, 21,400 on Juno Beach and 28,845 on Sword 
Beach with 7900 airborne troops. (Statistics from www. 
ddajnnuseum.co.uk) 

D-day resulted in a victory for the Allied Nations 
after a great many casualties. The Normandy American 
Cemetery and Memorial, one of fourteen permanent 
American World War II military cemeteries on foreign 
soil, stretches out over 172.5 acres, with 9,387 headstones. 

Mattapoisett resident and Vet, (although he 
served after D-Day) Bernard Talty recently visited the 
beaches of Normandy with his family. This trip inspired 
Mr. Talty to contact the Vets here in the Tri-Town area 
upon his return. He began gathering as much information

as he could about their experiences. 

George Church of Rochester serviced B-24's that 
bombed the German positions on June 5, 1944, for the U.S. 
Army Air Force. His station was at Rack Heath Air Base 
in England. Mr. Church also was a mechanic in the 467* 
Group 789* Squadron. 

From Mattapoisett, Joe Harrison worked as a U.S. 
Navy Seabee and was a platoon leader and truck driver 
during the invasion. His trucks were filled with supplies 
which he delivered from the beach to the front lines as the 
allied forces moved inland. 

Also from Mattapoisett, Bud Ellis served in the 
U.S. Navy on D-Day. Mr. Ellis piloted a landing craft, 
LCT, which transported troops and equipment to the 
shore from the ships.

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Howard Tinkham, another Mattapoisett resi- 
dent, was stationed at the Horsham St. Faith Air Base in 
England working for the U.S. Army Air Force at the time 
of the invasion. Mr. Tinkham calibrated and loaded the 
bomb sites in the lead aircraft before bombing runs. He 
also serviced automatic pilot systems in the aircraft. 

Of the Vets who are no longer with us, John 
Denham Jr. was a U.S. Navy Seabee. On June 6, Mr. Den- 
ham was assigned to work on a Rhino Barge. These large 
barges were designed to unload cargo from the LTS's, 
which were loaded with tanks, trucks and heavy equip- 
ment. 

Allen "Hatch" Bowman, PFC, U.S. Army was in 
the infantry and fought on Omaha Beach. He was killed in 
action twenty-three days later in France, on June 29, 1944. 

Walter "Skip" Henshaw, U.S. Army infantry, 
fought alongside his friend Hatch Bowman until June 29, 
when he found his friend had been killed. 

Al Faria, U.S. Army infantry, was in the first wave 
that hit the beach on D-Day and was wounded during 
that time. He recovered and was able to continue his ser- 
vice with the U.S. Army. 

J. Louis Roberts, a radio operator on a B-24 
bomber for the U.S. Army Air Force, was also a Tri-Town 
resident. 

These men, and all those who were part of this 
great day, deserve recognition for their efforts as the 
sixty-fifth anniversary approaches. On June 6, 2009, we

Mr. Fowler and Grant Kemmerer, another animal man, 
sat waiting for the show to begin. 

Local representative for Mutual of Omaha, Andy 
Rodriguez of Rochester, introduced Mr. Fowler and Mr. 
Kemmerer. Mr. Fowler began by heightening the crowd's 
excitement with "1 have worked with animals all over the 
world. You're going to see some things that are a little 
unusual." He then explained to the children about the im- 
portance of forests and why outdoor sports such as camp- 
ing, hiking and fishing shouldn't be regarded as scary 
activities, but rather that once you know about different 
animals, they become less scary. He said that "animals 
don't want to hurt us." 

Mr. Fowler told stories to the children about 
working with tigers, and how once a person has worked 
with a tiger they will "never forget it and they will help 
save it." He talked about an eighteen foot snake he once 
forgot in a hotel room, and a cheetah named Arthur who 
would fall asleep in the back of his station wagon. He 
recalled a time where he spoke to an audience of fourteen 
hundred 4* graders and to capture their attention he put 
hissing cockroaches into his pocket, only to discover one 
forgotten there later at a fancy dinner party. 

The children listened intently, but also seemed 
more and more excited to see what exactly was in those 
boxes.

any I'd ever seen. 

After the toad came a snake-necked turtle. This 
turtle's neck was long and curved and instead of retract- 
ing its head into its body, it curved around next to its 
shell. The snake-necked turtle comes from Asia, New 
Guinea and Hawaii. 

The next animal was a two-week old ground-hog 
named Chip. This sweet little animal entertained the chil- 
dren by drinking from an itty-bitty bottle, and a volunteer 
from the audience was allowed to feed him. Chip is on his 
way to becoming a movie star, as he will be in an opening 
shot of a film starring Brendan Fraser next year. 

Right after this sweet image came a much bigger 
animal, a long and large anaconda snake. Seven children 
came to the front to hold the snake and "stretch it out" for 
everyone to see.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 112 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the beUy and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic buUseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 

flies?

Drag Me to ...

Drag Me to Hell. Starring Alison Lohman and Justin Long. Directed 
by Sam Raimi. Running time: 99 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

In Sam Raimi's revenge-of-the-gypsy horror flick Drag Me to 
Hell, Alison Lohman takes one grotesque liquid after another in the 
face. She also suffers what must be cinema's most epic nosebleed, 
almost drowns in a muddy grave, and generally gets bashed around. 
A less dignified role for a young actress (outside of porn, anyway) 
would be hard to imagine, but then if you want dignity you don't 
look to Sam Raimi in his manic-diabolical B-movie mode. Raimi, the 
cult-favorite auteur behind the madly inventive and sensationally 
entertaining Evil Dead series, has been playing with the big boys 
lately (his last three films were the highly lucrative Spider-Man 
trilogy). Drag Me to Hell is his welcome-home to the low, disreputable 
fun of his drive-in-schlock roots. But there's a note of mean- 
spiritedness I haven't detected in his work before. The movie is manic 
and gross, all right, but not much fun unless you enjoy watching an 
attractive 29-year-old woman getting punished repulsively over and 
over. 

Lohman, in the role of nice but ambitious loan officer Christine 
Brown, is being punished for refusing to grant an old gypsy woman 
(Lorna Raver) an extension on her mortgage. Raver, a TV veteran, is 
required to remove her dentures in lurid close-up and beg Christine 
on her knees for mercy — and that's before she reappears as a 
grasping, murderous harridan. Drag Me to Hell certainly expresses 
disgust at ambitious young women and destitute old women; 
the gypsy is still doing revolting things even when she's dead. 
Christine's callousness has brought a curse upon her, and the old 
crone doesn't just want to send her to hell outright — she wants 
Christine to suffer first. 

All right, setting aside the film's troublesome misogyny. Drag 
Me to Hell is clearly intended as a Saturday-night flick to make 
teenagers howl and squeal and gag. Most of it isn't scary, though. 
Stephen King once wrote, "I recognize terror as the finest emotion 
and so I will try to terrorize the reader. But if I find that I cannot 
terrify, I will try to horrify, and if I find that I cannot horrify, I'll go 




for the gross-out. 
I'm not proud." 
Raimi isn't proud, 
either. The style 
is disappointingly 
earthbound coming 
from a man who 
once had to make 
his own cheap 
camera mounts 
to get the insane, 
looping shots he 
wanted — a good 

portion of Drag Me to Hell looks like television, and even the spooky 
stuff is largely a matter of bumps in the night and ooga-booga 
shadows. The horror is very tame. 

The script, by Raimi and his brother Ivan, had been sitting 
around collecting dust for decades, and maybe there's a reason 
for that — the story is blithely padded out to allow for maximum 
torment of the heroine, at the expense of logic. Christine tries all 
sorts of things to free herself of the curse, pumping money into a 
sympathetic spiritual counselor for advice that never works, and he 
waits till her time (and the movie's time) is almost up before telling 
her something that actually might work. While she and we wait, 
there's more gross-out stuff, and a seance that rather haplessly calls 
back to the floating Deadites of the Evil Dead films while missing 
those films' cracked, spectral beauty (there's nothing in this movie 
to equal the possessed woman's macabre dance by moonlight in Evil 
Dead II). 

Drag Me to Hell doesn't feel like something Sam Raimi has been 
passionate to make for years and decided to cash in his Spider-Man 
clout to realize his vision. It feels like an "All right, all right, here's a 
damn horror film" capitulation to old fans (many of whom will crow 
that "Sam's still got it," though the evidence here is sketchy) and a 
recruitment for new fans, who won't have seen all the tricks here a 
thousand times before. The old Raimi used to leaven his splatstick 
with wit and an almost elegant sense of style (that dancing Deadite 
in Evil Dead II rolled her head down her arm like a top hat). But 
aside from a few Dutch angles and the prerequisite cameo of the '73 
Delta 88 Oldsmobile, this doesn't feel like Raimi at all; it plays like 
one of those awful moneymakers his Ghost House shingle has been 
producing for the last few years, and it's rather squalid and ugly and 
cynical. Maybe the horror genre has missed Raimi more than he's 
missed it.
